dition. : 


“whangpu" proceeded to Nanking 
this onanlag A five. She ts to Ro 
to - Shanghai eventually) when the

. Japanese Naval forces. The ship 

carried absolutely no cargo, being 
merely 0 refugee ship carrying about 
‘three hundred refugees, mostly 
Chinese women and children, 


“Whangpu"” anchored at the .re~ 
vopmised ‘Safe Anchorage’ three 
miles above Nanking at nine p.m. 
same day. Wuhu city was in flames 
when we left there. 


AT. NANKING, DEC. 11 


Weather fine and clear with all 
British ships anchored in the OFFI- 
CIALLY RECOGNISED SAFE_AN- 
CHORAGE accompanicd by HW. M. 
Ships Cricket & -Searab, also “Ticn 
Kwang”, “Wantung”, “Tscang Tah 
and other vessels. 


At 14.20 heavy shells from shore 
batteries on left bank began to 
seream close overhead causing the 
ship to shudder violently with con- 
cussions. As& we were anchored in 
the ‘so-called safety zone we antl- 
cipated no danger, but when the 
shells bean to plough the water a 
mere few hundred feet away, 1 
ordercd steam on the main engines 
in the shortest possible time, The 
extreme urgency of the case forced 
us away in. the remarkably short 
period of seven minutes.

Wenther fine and clear with 4 
cloudless sky. At 13.20 three Japa- 
nese Bombing, Planes were observed 
to be approaching from ‘the South 
Eastward at a height of about three 
thousand fect. The brilllunt sun- 
shine glistened on thelr silver colour. 
Suddenly. to my .consternation they 
zoomed suddenly: directly towards 
“Whangpu” in line ahead formation. 


At, 500 feet they. released one 
bomb upon us, all of which {ell only 
nbout twenty to fifty fect awny from 
us, causing terrific concussions. 
throughout the ship, shattering win- 
dows and doors. All persons were 
ordered by me to lie face down 
flat. 


he Chief OMecr and myself rush- 
eh daw below decks to see: the 
Chinese passengers—mostly women 
and children—and = scenes of indes- 
cribuble confusion met us. Hun- 
dreds were stampeding and shriek- 
ing madly, The sight wag ghastly 
nnd pitiful. After passing over our 
ship (with the Jardine’s Hulls still 
tdongside of us) the bombers re- 
turned to the attack, They again 
power-dived towards us with a2 
sickening roar. Bombs were again 
released Upon us but’ after the first 
bomb of the second raid fell very 
close to us HLM, Ships Cricket and 
Senrab opened fire with Lewis and 
niso 3” guns Upon the Japanese. 


he defence given by the gunboats 
prevented the planes from diving s0 
close to us and definitely was the 
means of preventing the Japanese 
from completing. thelr murderous 
task. These despicable Japanese 
obviously meant. to wipe us out. 
The outrage was directed towards the 
“Whangpu” and the Jardine’s Hulk 
alongside of her. Two more bombs 
were dropped very close to us again, 


The Company's “Wantung" steam~ 
* ed specdily by us pursued closely by 
heavy shells, As soon as “Whongpu 
got ‘under weigh all the = shelling 
from the right bank was diverted 
to us and soon began to fall peril- 
ously close by causing huge spouts 
of water close ahead and on our 

rt beam, Some of the shells 
shricked very close, over our bridge. 


I changed the ship's head as often. 


‘as possibic; zig-zagging—in-order—to 
confuse the gunners, Every ounce 
of steam wos rung for urgently. 
Having a 350 ton lighter full of 
wood ofl alongside of us_ rather 
handicapped our mobility. Only for 
the danger Into which I would have 
ut the other ships, which were rac- 
ng utong close astern of us, T would 
. have abandoned the lighter, How- 
ever, despite the drag of the Iighter 
- the “Whangpu” sped ahead of the 


cblumn of ficeing ships, and being 
by far the largest of the ‘fleet pre- 
sent, all the gun fire was concen- 
trated upon us, We bore the brunt 
of the murderous firing. This for- 
tunately helped all the other ships 
in that we purposely drew the fire 
away from them. 


After racing up stream amidst the 
huge columns of water created by 
the shells we eventually anchored at 
Rosina Beacon—14% miles above 
Nanking. It took us over one hour 
to outdistance the range of the guns. 
During this period we counted ninc- 
teen shells. Our escape from des- 
truction can be attributed to the 
prompt and ceficient manner in 
which the Chicf Engineer got up and 
maintained ‘a high pressure of 
steam. : 


During this deliberate and murder- 
ous bombardment all the passengers 
were ordered to remain below decks. 
Fortunately no person was hurt, 
Some of these shells missed us by 
less than twenty feot.. They fell so 
close that we were actually steam- 
ing over the bolling mass of water 
left by the shell on landing, Many 
heavy pleces of shrapnel were cole 
Iccted from: the bridge and upper 
decks after we anchored. Lifeboats 
and tanks were pierced by shrapnel.

After a conference on ‘board H.MS, 
Cricket it was decided to immediate- 
ly berth both the “Whangpu” and

That evening OMcers and the ree

engines in order to become mobile 
and also to spread out from the other 
ships. Before changing our position: 
all foreign ‘passengers with the sole 
exception of Mr, Williams of the 
British Embassy were transferred to 
1LM.S, Cricket from “Whangpu” as 
obviously the Japanese had marked 
out “Whangpu” for total destruction 
—their persistent attacks proved 
this. 


At 16.05 “Whangpu" with Jardinc’s 
Hulk alongside, whilst manoeuvring 
suddenly observed three Japanese 
bombers approaching from the same 
direction as “before, whereupon I 
manoeuvred "Whangpu"’ to the post- 
tion of grenotest advantnge for pro- 
tectlon from H.M.S. Cricket-four 
polnts abaft his beam, distance about 
one cable: The three Japanese bom- 
berg again power-dived directly at 
us and dropped four bombs close 
to us, one of which fortunately was 
dud. Immediately the bombers 
eame within range of the 3" and 
Lewis guns of HLM. Ships Scarab 
and Cricket they opened very effec 
tive flre upon them. The excellent 
gunnery foreed the bombers away. 
They did not return to the attack. 
They could not face the guns. All 
they understood was the mass mur- 
der of Innocent and defenceless 
people. During this second raid the 
Chief OMicer, one Q-Master and my- 
self were on the bridge; maintain- 
ing our position off the Cricket de- 
termined to be the cause of giving 
the murderous Japanese os much 
gunfire os posstble, All others were 
under cover. In the englneroom the 
Chief. and others there wero nearly 
blinded with ash and coal dust caus- 
ed by the enormous explosions so 
closo alongside the ahip. The Chief 
OMcer displayed good courage. 
Every order given to him was car- 
ried out promptly and efficiently, and 
with no confusion, He was a good 
example to others, 


When this disgusting rald wos over 
1 decided to abandon Jardine’s Hulk, 
1 anchored ft In 4% fm. then cost 
off from It. Being together wo pre- 
sented ao large ond tempting target 
for the. Japanese bombers. When 
this was completed I ‘anchored half 
a milo ahead of. H.MS.. Scarab for 
| ptotection ag directed by tha 3.N.O, 
present, Only for the grand defence 
afforded us by the Royal ' Navy,

Next morning (13th) at 02.30 a 
largé junk floated down very close 
to us. Burning. furiously with a 
cargo of kerosene or spirits Its white 
heat created a great heat as it passed 
down. All hands were mustered to 
fire stations. It cleared us at 03.15 


On the 13th, at 06.00 all remaining 
hands ¢o ashore and disperse in the 
elds as directed by the Master, be- 
Ing advised not to go further away 
than 44 of a mile. The absolute 
necessity of keepIng in small detach- 
ed groups was emphasized by me. 
All hands had sufficient water and 
food for at lenst three days, and

After anchoring the Japanese des 
troyer cautioncd them by morse 
aaanet repetition.

Sir dames was born in 1840 and 
‘educated at Dumfries Academy and 
Edinburgh University where he took 
his M.D, degree in 1862, afterwards 
studying in Paris. His father was 
Commissioner in Lunacy in Scotland. 
He himself specialised in the same 
direction and in 1875 was made Lord 
Chancellor's Visitor in Lunacy, (0

for 27 years, Meanwhile, he became 
a vigorous critic of the conditions of 
Nfe which the majority of the popu- 
Intion had to put up with, 
~Ag‘n writer and a spealcer he de- 
manded better homes for the people, 
As a pioneer In the ‘movement to get 
people to understand the conditions 
that make for health he did most 
valuable, work and, being an effective 
speaker with a gift of huniour, he 
wos always welcome at public 
tatherings and dinners and so enlist- 
ed support for his movement. 

In 1886 he was knighted and since 
1880 had been vice-president. and 
reasurer of the Royal Institution, He 
wis go member of many — British 
m societies, a fellow of the 
Acndemy of Medicine of New. York 
and received honorary degrees from 
St. Andrews, Aderdcen and Leeds, 

‘Among his writings are “Victorian 
Jottings," and “Str ¥ Len fram i 
Physician’s Portfolio’. In November, 
1029, when he was 89 he said he had 
no recipe for old age, but he believed 
in work in moderation, though in 
the busiest part of his fe he used 

work. into one, 
He aseribed dise: ignorance and 
declared that, as knowledge increased, 
Infectious descases would be practic- 
ally exterminated. Men would then 
live to 100 and women a few years 
Jonger. At 90; 91 and 92 he published 
more volumes of reminiscences, 

On his: 96th birthday he said; “TI 
don’t fccl 96, I presided over two 
public meetings last week and I still 

» take regular exercise and cat what 1 
like. I am up every morning by 8.30 
for breakfast and rarely go to bed 
before 11. 

Sir James was one of the few men 
still living: in 19386 who had dincd 
with Charles Dickens and had met 
the great scientist Faraday. To the 
Jast he retnined his long Dundreary 
whiskers,

GUNS OR FUNK-HOLES? 


What the Army Thinks 
About Young Men 


“The Issue's  clear-cut—readiness 
to meet on attacker, with all that 
implies; or contentment with the lot 
of the masses with their shelters and 
what not, In_ other, words—xzuns or 
funk-holes. The Government — is 
offering both; That alternative is 
forcing Itself'upon the young men of 
this country. They'll have to face 
up to it soon, The state of the world 
doesn’t admit otherwise.” 

Guns—or funk-holes? One was 
quite. prepared’ to discuss in as 
detached and objective a munner as 
possible the question of recruiting 
for the Services, particularly the 
Territorial Army about whose  im- 
portnnce in the scheme of national 
defence so much Is said and written 
these days. But the owner of the 
Army volce was determined not to 
mince matters. ' 

“Why keep up pretences,” he wen! 
on. “Are you going to let another 
fellow wipe his’ boots on you? If 
you're not, you must do something 
about it. There's only onc way to 
prove your attitude in the matter— 
prepare yourself for the job you say

AN EXPERT'S BUSINESS 

How the Army mind looks at the 
issues involved in this momentous 
business of defending a nation ts 
thought-provoking, ‘at least. One 
has to recognise that as the subject of 
war looms ever larger In the public 
consciousness, 50 also. the military 
mind assumes an added importance; 
for war, of course, Is an expert's 
business, and the expert In this case’ 
the mllitary mind,

GO WEST, |How To Play One Of 
The Vital Shots 
In Snooker | 


By Sidney Smith 


ECENTLY it was my good 
fortune to obtain a copy of 

n wanderer'’s autobiography in 
which ‘he told of an adventurous 


and profitable life of roaming 
by land and sea. 


In answer ‘to the despairing crigs 
of young men Who, despite the pre= 
sent boom, still lack employment, I 
repeat the roamer’s ndvice—"Pack 
your grip, break from the compara- 
ltive comfort and shelter of your 
family, regain your {independence by 
refusing to be a burden to anyone, 
and follow the counsel of the lost 
gencration, ‘Go West, young man.’' 

It has always been a favourite 
practice of newspapers and periodl- 
cols to publish controversial articles 
by the young men of to-day crying 
out in indignation against the ollepa- 
tlons of the young men. of -yester~ 
day, who hold that the Inck of 
fatherly Influence during the black 
years of 1914-1918, and the Increased 
motherly influence, have turned war- 
bables into “softies,” with consider 
ably tess “spunk” or “0” than thelr 
fathers. 

As i modern young man and a 
war-baby, I refuse to accept these 
statements, but I must admit. my 
main defence—the changing of con- 
ditlons—Iis rather vague and weak, 
My complaint, however, is not 
agalnst the allegations of my father’s 
generation, but against the apparent 
indolence and cynical attitude of 
certain young men of my own age. 


In a Rut 


I do not regard myself. as any 
criterion, nor am I saying this with, 
the smuy, self-satisfied alr you may 
suppose, 1 am simply Issuing a chal- 
lenge to those who are content to 
sit back in their chairs and. enjoy 
theinselves until a:well-pald job 
comes along and asks in a very sere 
vile manner if they would be good 
enough: to consider the post. 

The argument against my chal- 
lenge will be: “But I huve no ine 
cHnation to go abrond or travel. I 
like this country, the people in this 
country, and the management of this 
country.” But when a young man 
{s. unemployed and makes no great 
effort to make a place for himself, 
or when he is employed ond is con- 
tent to remain in'a rut with no pros- 
pects, he quickly loses his self- 
respect and subsequently the respect 
of his acquaintances, ; 


It is perfectly reasonable that 
hgyome may even detest the fdea of 
leaving thelr family and friends, and 
secking an entirely new circle of 
acquaintances in some other country. 
It Is also probable that they may 
nd conditions clsewhere just the 
game, offering no scope for thelr 
bilities whether_in_o trade_or pro- 
fession, but In travelling one [s al- 
ways gathering knowledge and 
"broadening the’ mind," os it Js sald. 


Value of Experience 


Then, if a traveller docs return 
home after several years abroad, he 
will undoubledly find he has a bet- 
ter chance than other applicants for 
tt position because of his wider ex- 
perience. 

How many young men of to-day 
put up with the petty tyranny and 
needless bullying of thelr bosses be-;' 
cause they may be sacked from their 
biind-alley Jobs? Why don’t they 
resign of their own free will and 
try somewhere clse? They have 
little to lose and everything to gain, 

I am not merely romancing and 
being unpractical, but isn't it better 
to take a chance of finding higher 
#round and shift one’s camp in a 
storm rather than sit still and hope 
that the ground round about which 
is already becoming marshy won't 
get any marshier? 

My parting shot to those who are 
continually bemoaning thelr {ll-luck 
in belng either unemployed or in 
blind-olicy jobs is to drop their 
adopted roles of martyrs and take 
action In changing the conditions if 
the conditions .vill_ not change of 
thelr own accord. Take the respon- 
sibility off your parents’ shoulders, 
ond show the men of,the Inst genera- 
tion that the young‘man of to-day is 
just as spunky and resourceful ns the 
men who migrated from this coun- 
try, and helped to bulld our Empire:

(Uncidentatly, you may find, with oa 
little observation, that the devintion 
is invariably to one particular 
side.) 

Cucing, when potting. at high 
speed, must be above reproach—a 
good stance, u firm bridge, and a 
.sliding action on even keel are the 
essentials. Let us have no illusions 
about that, for no one could guaran- 
tee to tench you to pot at speed un- 
less your cue action was good.

“It would be almost as dimcult to 
protect the Philippines as it would 
to project an attack on the mainiand 
of Asia,” Admiral Leahy said. The 
increases of naval strength proposed 
in the Bill were markedly inadequate 
for sending a naval force to the 
Philippines, still an outlying possess- 
ion of the United States. . He did not 
elaborate this argument. 

FURTHER EXPLANATION 

However, another naval expert told 
United Press that one of: the chief 
reasons the United Stntcs could not 
successfully defend the Philippines 
was that it would involve splitting 
the ficet. and necessarily Heaving 
the Atlantic coast unprotected. 

Admiral Leahy's testimony indivect- 
ly emphasised the: supreme import- 
ance of Hawali in the American de- 
fence system, through his repeated 
references to the islands. They are 
apparently the key ositions in the 
Pacific, around which the entire 
Pacific naval strategy 1s pee 
planned.

The University Club of Paris 
to-day heard Mr. Eugene Chen, 
former Foreign Minister of 
China, read an open letter to 
President I’. D. Roosevelt. He 
argued--that—the-Japanese—war. 
with China was part of ‘a world 
war" which had already begun 
in different parts of the globe. 
The safest way to prevent the 
spread of this world war was to 
help China while the anti-war 
powers were still stronger than 
the war powers, 


After ontllning the Imperialist 
ambitions of the authoritarian states, 
Mr. Chen said {t was obvious that 
theso new empires could only be 
founded on the break-up of the 
British and French Empires, dismem- 
berment of tho allics of France in 
Central ‘and Eastern Europe, domina- 
tion of the Arab world, partition of 
the colonies of Belgium, Holland and 
Portugal, the conquest of China and 
tho expulsion of the United States as 
a naval power from tho Pacific. 

Mr. Chen attacked the fumbling 
Indecision and diplomatic humiliation 
of the “pence powers which envisage 
the operations of the war powers nos 
u fortuitous series of diplomatic 
Incidents and local wars, not con» 
jnected and not related.” 

The speaker implored President 
Roosevelt to ponder the fact that 
-Jupanese guns and planes had already 
killed 300,000 Chinese, while 30,000- 
000 Chinese were now without shel- 
ter and thousands of Chinese mothers 
were, giving birth. to babies in the 
streets. 


Germany, Italy Not. Ready 


‘Mr. Chen dectared that Germany 
ond Italy would not be ready _ to 
start n world war before 1940. Thus 
nothing could be feared from Europe 
if Britain ond France Intervene at 
this time In the For East. Such 
intervention would be even more 
effective than If Britain and France, 
Russia and the United States were 
quadruply combined. 

He categorically demanded a cessa- 
tlon of the Japanese butchery and 
her attendance at the Congress of 
nations in Washington to settle the 
affairs of the Far East.—Reuter.

“FAMOUS 
DOCTOR 
PASSES 


Sir J. Crichton- - 
Browne Followed 
Father’s Path 


ws London, Feb. 1. 

The death Is announced of Sir 
James Crichton-Browne, the eminent 
Scottish speciallst on mental discases 
and public health—Reuter, 

Sir James was born in 1840 and 
educated. at Dumfries Academy and 
Edinburgh University where he took 
his M.D, degree. In 1862, afterwards 
studying in Paris, His father was 
Commissioner in Lunacy in Scotland. 
He himself specialised in the same 
direction and in 1875 was made Lord 
Chancellor's Visitor in Lunacy, a 
very responsible post, which he held 
for 27 years. Meanwhile, he became 
a vigorous critic of the.-conditions of 
life which the majority of the popu- 
Intion had to put up with. 

As a writer and a speaker he de- 
manded beiter homes for the people. 
As a pioneer in the movement to get 
people to understand the conditions 
that make for health he did_.most 
valuable work and, being an effective 
speaker with a gift of humour, he 
was always welcome at . public 
gatherings and dinners,and so enllst- 
ed support for his movement. 

In 1886 he was knighted and since 
1899 had been vice-president and 
treasurer of the Royal Institution. He 
was © member of many British 
medical societies, a fellow of the 
Academy: of Medicine of New York 
and received honorary deprees from 
St. Andrews, Aderdeen and Leeds. 

Among his writings are “Victorian 
Jottings,” and "Stray. Leaves from a 
Physician’s Portfolio’. .In November, 
1929, when he was-89 he said he had 
no recipe for old age, but he believed 
in work in moderation, though in 
the busiest part of his Hfe he used 
to force two years’ work into one. 
He ascribed discase to ignorance and 
declared that, os knowledge Increased, 
infectious deseases would be practic- 


d{ ally exterminated. Men would then 


Ilve to 100 and women a few years 
longer: At 90, 91 and 92 he published 
more volumes of reminiscences. - 

On his 96th birthday he sald: “I 
don't .fecl 96. I presided over two 
public mectings Jast weelc and I still 
tale regular exercise and ent what I 
like. Iam up every morning by 8.30 
for breakfast and rarely go to bed 
before 11. 

Sir James was one of the few men 
still living in 1936 who-had dined 
with Charles Dickens and had met 
the .great scientist Faraday. To the 
last he retained his long Dundecary 
whiskers.

Words have been spoken at 
Geneva lately, and reported in 
the press of this Colony, which 
would tend to strengthen the 
impression that -certain powers 
were contemplating some sort 
of intervention in the Far. 
Eastern field. Just what form 
their action will take, whether 
direct or indirect assistance to 
China, it is hard to guess. More- 
over, it is something difficult tu 
discuss. But the trend of 
opinion, reflected in the . words 
and actions of statesmen, is 
fairly obvious. 


It must be appreciated, more- 
over, that any. moves by friendly 
nitions to help the struggling 
democracy of Asia of necessity 
must be enrefully considered. 
Any suggestion of recklessness 
would be disastrous. But there 
is a general stiffening of the 
forces behind the democractic 
principle, and of the attitudes of 
powers which favour the idea 
of collective security, altogether 
heartening. There can no longer 
be any doubt that collaboration 
of a very definite nature exists 
between tho United Statca 
and Great Britain, Such &
